Installation of new traffic lights, slight 
alteration of Elm Square and possibly a 
master control for traffic signals 
throughout the downtown area is proposed 
as a releif for Elm Square traffic 


_ problems. 


Selectmen, at their conference session 
Monday night, expressed enthusiasm for a 
plan presented by the Traffic Study com- 
mittee, with emphatic commentary that 
such relief is long overdue. 

The plan, as outlined by Archibald D. 
Maclaren, study committee chairman, 
would extend the stop lines in Main street 
to beyond Post Office avenue, for traffic 
heading toward Shawsheen and also make 
extensions of the stop lines at Elm-High 
street. There would be sidewalk extension 
with plantings in front of the Musgrove 
building, to guide traffic through that area 
toward High street. 

Sequential traffic lights would control 
vehicular movement through the square, 
with the side streets, such as Central, Elm 
and High having controlled, delayed 
green, thus eliminating the confusing 
cross-pattern as it now exists. 

Maclaren said that the plans should now 
go to the state department of public works 
for examination and approval and also to 
determine if TOPICS funds are still 
available for the project. 

TOPICS, a traffic safety and road im- 
provement program funded by the state, 
was proposed for Andover several years 
ago, but delays over the years by the town, 
places the availability of funding in doubt. 

The plan also contains sidewalk 
rebuilding to provide ramps at intersec- 
tions for the handicapped, a program 
which has received impetus from town 
meeting action this year. | 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll told 
Selectmen that approval would have to be 
obtained for a 120-second cycle on the traf- . 
fic lights, and felt the state authorities 
would be sympathetic toward the plan, 
although not completely in favor of such 
lengthy cycles. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
that the problem would probably be best 
resolved through a computerized master 
control for traffic flow through the down- 
town area from the fire station through to 
Chestnut street. 

Traffic lights would be installed in front 
of the fire station, at Lewis street, to be 
controlled from the public safety center, 
to permit free movement of emergency 
equipment responding to calls. 

Maclaren told selectmen that the plan 
had been viewed by Center Merchants

Radar Traps May Be Wrong 


The next time you are caught in a 
police radar trap, you might consider 
asking the officer if his equipment is 
legal. 

You also should make full written 
notes about the incident — the of- 
ficer’s identification, the type of 
radar equipment, weather conditions, 
the locale — and be prepared to use 
the information in court. 

Those are just some of the 
suggestions Rex Power offers in his 
book, ‘‘How to Beat Police Radar and 
Do It Legally.’’ (Arco Publishing 
Co.). 

Power plainly does not like the 55 
mile per hour speed limit, but he says 
the situation is being made worse by 


over-zealous police agencies trying to 
cash in on the lower limit with more 
speeding fines. 

In their rush to use modern 
technology to nab speeders, some 
police agencies are overlooking cer- 
tain legal and technical points that 
can be used by motorists to avoid 
speeding raps, Power says. 

“The deck is not totally stacked in 
favor of the police.” 

Power says his book should not be 
taken as an invitation to break the 
law, but argues that motorists are too 
often intimidated by police radar and 
accept their tickets without protest. 

Many careful drivers “‘are con- 
victed for offenses which they never

committed,’’ he says. 

One of the author’s most intriguing 
claims is that some of the police radar 
equipment being used is illegal. 

Radar equipment comes under the 
jurisdiction of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and each 
radar unit must be licensed by the 
FCC, but Power says some police 
department forget or do not bother to 
obtain the required licenses. 

“Tf a police force is licensed for 10 
radar units and they are operating 20 
units the burden of proof as to which 
units are legal and which are not is not 
on you. 

The police must prove beyond a 
shadow of doubt that the unit used on

you is legal,’’ Power says. 
You have have to go to court to seet- 


‘tle the issue, but it could be worth 


your while, the book suggests, es- 
pecially if you are accumulating a bad 
driving record and higher insurance 
costs. 

The book stresses that radar, like 
all machines, has its limit and, under 
certain conditions the speed readings 
obttained by waiting police officers 
can be erroneous. 

That possibility should be pursued 
in court, Power says. 

He explains that radar readings can 
be thrown off by rain and snow, the 
sun, and even the physical terrain of 
the speed trap. 


The knowledgeable motorist may be 
able to convince a judge or jury that 
such conditions caused an inaccurate 
reading and that a convicction on the 
speeding charge is not warranted. 

Power also discusses ways to avoid 
radar traps in the first place. 

Inccluded in this area are such 
things as citizen band radios, which 
motorists and truckers use to keep 
themselves posted on ‘‘Smokey’s”’ 
whereabouts, and radar detection 
devices, which some states have seen 
fit to outlaw. 


Some lesser-known techniques in- 
clude the use of chaff, such as tinfoil 
placed under hubcaps, and even 
special paint that does not return the 
searching radar beam. 

The theme of Power’s book seems 
to be a call to arms for motorists who: 
find themselves in cars capable of 
speeds approachingg 100 miles per 
hour and driving on highways 
engineered to handle speeds of over 70 
miles per hour, but who feel they are 
being told to throttlee back to 55 miles 
per hour because the Arabs charge too 
much for their oil.

trends. 

Today most material 
costs are at all-time 
highs, rivaling labor as 
the industry’s biggest 


Detroit — Availability 
and supply of materials 
are of deep concern to 
the automobile industry, 


all the lead used in this 
country, 33 percent of 
all the zinc, 20 percent 
of the steel and 9 per- 
cent of the aluminum. 

Since the shortages of 
1972 and 1973, when 
soaring car sales put a 
Strain on. materials 
supply, auto makers 
have studied the issue at 
length. 

Barring unpredictable 
consequences, Detroit 
appears confident that, 
at least for the short 
term, raw-material 
shortages are not 
serious problem. 

“The sales booms of 
‘72 and ’73 are good ex- 
amples of what can 
happen when production 
capacities are pushed 
beyond their limits,’’ 
says W. D. Compton, 
vice president of 
research, Ford Motor 
Co. As head of the auto 
company’s search ef- 
forts, Compton’s in- 
terest in materials 
focuses on how to make 
cars lighter and more 
efficient, not only by 
new uses of familiar 
materials such as 
aluminum, steel and 
plastics, but by possible 
adaptation of exotice 
substances far into the 
future. 

Looking back at the 
shortages suffered in 
1972-73, which created 
serious production 
bottlenecks and stymied 
the ability to meet 
customer demand, 
Compton sess a blessing 
iin disguise. ‘‘From 
those experiences, we 
learned a lot about the 
importance of solid

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Overmaintenance Is Key 


The secret of good car maintenance 
is to overmaintain. Yet few car 
owners even keep a car up to the 
minimum standards spelled out in the 
owner’s manual. 

Fewer still look at their cars as 
long-term investments. When little 
things start going wrong, they think 
their cars are beginning to fall apart. 

Here are ways to help you double 
the life of your car. 

1. Change oil and filter at least 
twice as often as specified in the 
owner’s. manual. Previously 
automakers recommended oil 
changes every three months or 6,000 
miles, and with 1978s are stretching to 
10,000. This often means six months or 
more between changes. 

That’s much too long. Too much dirt 
and acid can accumulate inside an 
engine in six months. Too much raw 
gasoline can dilute the oil, and no 
filter, no matter how effective, can 
remove it. 

When you compare the cost of an oil 
change with the cost of engine work, 
you realize how inexpensive oil really 
is. 

2. Change your automatic transmis- 
sion fluid every 20,000 miles. Most 
transmission failures can be 
prevented with regular fluid changes. 
Transmissions without a drain plug 
for the torque converter should be 
changed even more often. 

3. Lubricate your car at least at 
factory-recommended intervals. It 
neverr hurts to lube slightly more 
often. 

4. Anticipate the inevitable. If you 
live where road salt causes body

cancer, by all means have your car 
rustproofed or do it yourself. It pays 
in the long run. 

5. Change such high-mortality items 
as fan belts, radiator hoses and heater 
hoses before they fail. They eventual- 
ly will fail. The Automotive Parts & 
Accessories Association recommends 
replacing hoses at 50,000 miles so that 
you'll probably never have to worry 
about them again. 

6. At 20,000 miles, check front-end 
alignment, shocks, the condition of 
brake linings, wheel cylinders, drums, 
discs and the like and have the front- 
wheel bearing repacked. 

7. Whether you buy a new or used 
car, take a set of socket wrenches and 
tighten every nut and bolt you can 
reach. Then tighten them again in the 
spring. 


You’ll be amazed at how many 
squeaks and rattles you can prevent 
that way. 

8. Change all filters regularly, es- 
pecially those elements you can see — 
air cleaner and gas-line filters. When 
these become dirty, ditch them. 
Filters are cheap, ring jobs aren’t. 


9. Proper care of paint includes a 
good wax job early every sporting and 
late each fall. Be sure you get off all 
the dead paint. Pay special attention 
to the chrome but never use steel wool 
or abrasive cleansers on it. 

If you have rust on a chromed part, 
you’ll have to remove the spot 
carefully, not scratching the chrome 
around it, and then use, say, an 
aluminum paint to touch up the expos- 
ed metal.

Monoxide 


Killer 


On an extremely cold morning a few 
years ago, a New Jersey man started 
the engine of his car and left it to 
warm in the garage while he finished 
his morning grooming. 

Within an hour, he and his wife and 
their two sons were dead. 

Carbon monoxide was the killer. 

With the garage door closed and all 
the house windows shut, deadly fumes 
from the car’s exhaust soon filled the 
house. The community’s chief of 
police said that without ventilation, 


death must have come quickly. 

Cabron monoxide, a chief compo- 
nent of exhause gases, colorless, 
odorless and tasteless. It is especially 
threatening during the cold winter 
months when drivers tend to keep 
windows shut and oxygen supplies get 
low. A faulty exhaust system can 
allow enough of the gas to leak into 
the passenger compartment causing 
the driver to become dizzy and 
nauseous. When this happens, accor- 
ding to the American Medical 
Association, accidents are almost in- 
evitable. 


Though difficult to detect, a small 
amount of carbon monoxide will cause 
a Slight headache, followed by a throb- 
bing in the temples. 

Severe headache, nausea, vomiting, 
loss of muscular control or dim vision 
means that the carbon monoxide level 
is getting dangerously low. Weakness, 
dizziness and collapse follow, leading 
to coma and convulsions. 


The gas is produced by imperfectly 
burned motor fuel. An excess may be 
formed by faulty engine adjustments, 
but even a well tuned engine may leak 
enough of the gas to be fatal.

Changing tires with a bumper jack 
is safe if you use the jack properly. 

Never attempt to make repairs ona 
heavily traveled road or highway. 
Always pull the ear as far off the road 
as possible. 


Find a firm level place to perform 


the repair. 

Never start the engine or let any 
part of your body get beneath a car 
when the car is raised on the jack. 

There are several steps to take 
before raising a car. 


Make sure the wheels are blocked. 
This is to prevent-the car from rolling. 

Apply the parking brake. 

Be sure the automotible transmis- 
sion is in park. 

Remove the wheel cover and loosen 
the lug nuts at least half a turn. 

Place the spare tire next to the 
wheel that is to be changed. 


Now attach the jack to the vehicle, 
following the manufacturer’s jacking 
instructions. Raise the car just high 
enough to install the replacement tire 
and wheel. Make the change. 

Replace the wheel nuts with the 
beveled edges facing inward. Tighten 
them snugly and carefully,, but not 
fully. 


Now lower the car and remove the 
jack. Finish tightening the nuts in a 
diagonal sequence. Had you tighten 
them while the car was still raised, 
the pressure might have pushed the 
car off the jack.

Sometimes a battery that appears 
‘‘dead”’ can be restored by having it 
charged. 

Replace your battery only if: 

— One or. more of the cells is 
damaged or weakened and willnot 
hold a charge. 

— The battery is under-powered 
because of the climate or electrical 
accessories added to the car’s original 
equipment. 

— The battery case shows damage. 

Too many car owners trying to get 
the last bit of power from their cars’ 
batteries end up paying for road calls 
and buying batteries with no chance 
for comparison shopping. 

Batteries.dont ‘‘die’’ they wear out, 
the director of technical services for 
the Automotive Parts & Accessories 
Association points outs. 

Director Tim Tierney offered the 
following recommendations for buy- 
ing a battery: 

— Know the outside dimensions of 
your present battery. A new battery 
should be neither too large nor too 
small for the holder. 

— Check the voltage by counting the 
cells (compartments) in your present 
battery. If there are six cells, you 
have a 12-volt battery; three cells 
means six volts. 

— The replacement battery should 
be at least as powerful as the original 
equipment which came with your car.

Is it possible that 81.5 percent of 
America’s drivers display feelings 
that their station in life is unsatisfac- 
tory, that they are powerless to 
change it, don’t. go to church, lack 
social support from outside groups, 
have no more than a high school 
education, are either unduly 
aggressive or overly shy and even 
neglect their health? 

A survey conducted by a team of 
public health experts from John 
Hopkins University, working under 
the auspices of the National Center 
for Epidemiology, seems to indicate 
that there may be a correlation 
between these psychological and 
social quirks and why people don’t 
wear their. seat belts. 

The Hopkins survey was conducted 
in Washington County, Maryland. 
Three questionnaires, containing in- 
formation which would indicate psy- 
chological, social and other reasons 
why (or why not) people wear their 
seat belts, was distributed to 1530 ran- 
domly picked people. The results 
were evaluated on only those people 
who indicated they didn’t wear their 
belts. According to the researchers, 
data has indicated that people are 
more likely to lie about using their 
belt because of a social stigma which 
surrounds not wearing seat belts. 

According to the final results more 
women said they didn’t use their belts 
than men. Non-use is greater among 
the young, non-married, divorced and 
separated, although a married woman 
is less likely to use her seat belt than 
an unmarried woman.

Wheels 
Important 


Many motorists feel it 
is not worth the expense 
to have their front end 
wheels aligned because 
of the rough road con- 
ditions, namely 
potholes, they much 
continually driver over. 

However, safety has 
to be the main con- 
sideration of all 
motorists with vehicle 
maintenance costs run- 
ning a close second, ad- 
vises the AAA. 

Prior to the advent of 
power steering, it was 
easy for the driver to 
notice when his car’s 
front end was acting un- 
usual. Now a hydraulic 
cushion hides all but the 
most serious defects — 
or the parts wear or go 
out of adjustment so 
gradually that you don’t 
notice it. Often the first 
indication of wheel 
alignment trouble is in- 
different steering. On 
the road, you may notice 
that your car tends to 
wander and is hard to 
keep on a straight line. 
If yourr steering wheel 
fails to center when 
steering straight ahead 
on a flat pavement in 
the absence of wind, it 
may be misalignment, 
bbent or worn parts.

Best News To Hit 
Main Street In Years 


There was some welcome news coming out of the con- 
ference session held by selectmen this week, regarding 
potential changes in Elm square and relief of traffic 
problems there. 

While the matter is still a long way from being resolv- 
ed, at least there is some movement toward providing 
some elimination of the confusion which tends to exist 
almost daily in the square. 

The traffic study committee, appearing before 
selectmen, presented a plan which would result in some 
extension of sidewalk, with plantings in front of the 
Musgrove building, moving of stop lines further into the 
square in some directions, prohibiting right turns on 
Main street, from Central, and some sequential opera- 
tion of the traffic lights. , 

There will be some parking spaces lost, maybe six to 
eight, and also there is the possibility of rerouting 
buses, a matter still under study. 

But, the basic cause for some elation is the fact that 
the selectmen Monday -night gave their approval to 
carry the plan further to state authorities to determine 
if funds can be provided to finance the project. 

Also, according to study committee members, the 
plan has met with approval of merchants along Main 
street. 

This, then, should provide the impetus to get the pro- 
ject off the drafting paper and into construction. 

Elm Square improvement have been the subject of 
considerable discussion over a period of years. Chair- 
man Albert Cole of the selectmen Monday night, more 
or less, underlined the lengthy discussion period when, 
after examination of the proposed plan, said it was at 
least 23 years overdue. , 

Town Manager Jared S.A. ‘Clark says that possibly a 


computerized traffic flow control system for the entire 
Main street area may be the ultimate solution, after 
conferring with state authorities. 

Controls would provide for safe passage of public 
safety vehicles, with lights at Lewis street and at the 
fire station, and activated at the safety center when 
necessary. 

Sequential operation of the lights in Elm Square 
would contribute to alleviating the problems there when 
Central street and Elm-High street traffic converge on 
the square. 


At present Central and Elm-High street traffic enter 
the square, face a red light, some stop, other blow horns 
to get them moving and in general cause irritation and, 
at times congestion. 

The overall plan carries with it design for general 
downtown improvements, with ramps off the sidewalks 
at intersections to provide for the handicapped. 

In general, the plan has appeal, and we hope it will be 
processed with dispatch. Further, we are hopeful that 
the project can be carried out with some state or 
federal funding, possibly through the TOPICS safety im- 
provement program designed for Route 28 from 
Shawsheen to Phillips Academy several years ago. 


Also, with regard to the downtown area, selectmen at 
the same conference session Monday, decided to take 
up the matter of all-day parking provisions, as well as 
providing for two-hour parking on Main street at their 
regular meeting this coming Monday.

New Stop 
Sign Law 


The Registry of Motor 
Vehicles announced today 
that a change has been 
made in the law regarding | 
stop signs. 


The change in the law | 
states that, except when | 
directed to proceed by a 
police officer, every driver 
of a vehicle approaching a 
stop sign or flashing red 
signal indication shall stop. 


Prior to the change, only 
the first vehicle in a line of 
3 was reuired to stop at the 
sign or signal and the se- 
cond and third vehicles in 
the line, having already 
stopped behind the first 
vehicle, were not required 
to stop again before 
proceeeding through the 
intersection. This is no 
longer the case. 

The changed law also 
states that, if a clearly 
marked line does not exist, 
the driver must stop before 
entering the crosswalk 
onthe near side of the in- 
tersection. If there is 
neither a line or crosswalk. 
then the driver must stop 
at the point nearest the in- 
tersecting roadway where 
a clear view of ap- 
proaching traffic can be 
obtained. :
